No. 1718/049424/23-1-81/AM. 81/00. 80/L/REP.I.B./ 
560,— Licence No. P/K/0385867 dated 3-2-1981 for Ha. 
3.426/- against G.CA, was issued to M/s. Naresh Impcnc 
Corporation, Bombay-40Q 009 for import of items in Coturnn 
4 against K, 9.1. of A.M. 81 Import Policy. Subsequently 
however, it was discovered that the licence was issued ■ in- 
advertently and was contrary to the rules mid prooedurea In- 
asmuch as remittances of foreign exchange hu not been 
received from the foreign buyers but had been adjusted from 
the foreign exchann realised in advance by a third party at 
Hogkoog. Accordingly the licence was recalled whwh was 
rettuned to this office on 2-3-1981 by M/s. Naresh Impex 
Corporalioo. 

2. Thereafter a show cause notice No. 1718/049424/ 
23-1-81/AM. 8I/OD. 80/L/HEP,I,B. dated 28-2-1981 waa 
issued asking them to show cause upto 16-3-1981 as to why 
the aforesaid licence issued inadvertently in their favour 
should not be cancelled under clause 9(a) and 9(b) of the 
Imports (Control) Order 1953 dated 7-12-1955, as nmemled, 
for the reasons mentioned In para 1 above. In reply to 
the show cause notice Mr. Naresh P. Ohanahamani, Proprietor 
of M/s. Naresh Impcx Corpwation appeared for personal 
hearing on 16-3-1981 before Mr. G. B. Srivastava, Dy. Chief 
Controller of Imports & Exports. Mr. Naresh clarified that 
the exports In question were made under a contract which 
according to him has been registered with Silk & Art SHk 
Council. He claimed that the terms of payment In the 
aforesaid contract for advance payment in Foreign Ex- 
change is mentioned in E.P. Form which is as good os O.ILT. 
No, and unless the same is granted by the Reserve Bank of 
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lodta it will not bo possible to effect the exports through the 
shlni^af bills etc. He protoised to produce a i^oto copy cA 
the contract etc. which he did with his letter dated 20-3-1981. 
He alio got the Bank Certihcates authenticated. It was how- 
ever explained to him that there was no provision for grant 
of cash compensatory support or REP benefits against exports 
for which foreign exchaiige has been realised by a third party 
in advance and from country other than where the goods 
were shipped. The case was considered further and it was 
decided to cancel the aforesaid licence No. P/K/0385867 
dated 3 2-1981. 

3. The party was once again called for personal hearing 
before Shri Amrrit T. Nangraui, Dy. Chief Contrdler of Im- 
ports * Exports since Mr, G. B, Srivastava’s assignment in 
the UJeanwhlie had changed. Mr. Naresh Proprietor of the 
lirm once again handed over a letter dated 20-5-1981 to Siri 
Amnit T. Nangrani together with a letter of the same date 
from the Banque Nationalc De Paris which was brought on 
the record. He pleaded that suice the export documents and 
the evidence furnished by him shows the name of his firm 
and the name of M/s, Arneja & Co,, Bombay, they may not 
be deprived of the REP benefits both cash assistance and 
import replenishments. 

4. Having regard to what hits been stated in the foregoing 
paragraphs, the firm’s case was considered in detail and it was 


decided that there was no alternative but to canoel liotnoo No. 
P/K/0383S67 dated 3-2-1981 since It has been iwoed in- 
advertently and contrary to the Rules and Procedures in as- 
much as the remittance of foreign exchange has not bom re- 
ceived from the foreign buyers to whom goods were exported 
but has been adjust^ from foreign ex<mange rcoUsu in 
advance by third party. Therefore the undersigned in exer- 
cise of powers vested m him under Clause 9(a) and 9(b) of 
the Imports (Control) Order, 1955 dated 7-12-1955, as 
amended till date hereby orders that the licence be cancelled 
and render it ineffective with immediate effect. 

5. In case they arc not satisfied with the above decision, 
they may file an apwal under Clause 10(2) of the Inff)C^ 
(Control) Order, 1955 as amended, to the competent Autho- 
rity i.e. Additional Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, 
Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi as specified in Oovemment of 
India, Ministry' of Commerce Imports Trade Control Notifi- 
cation No. 12/66 dated l(>;ll-66, as amended from tiniB to 
time and asi last amended vide Ministry of Commerce Notifi- 
cation No. 17/76 dated 20-8-76 within 45 days from the date 
of order. Paragraph 265 of the Import Trade Control Hand 
Book of Rules and Procedure for 1981-82 lays down the 
procedure for filing an appeal.
